NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


CONSULAR PROTECTION IN MOROCCO. 


For many years the only safegaard for the Jews in several parts of the East 
against Moslem fanaticism, has been the protection of European Consuls, Not- 
withstanding the Firman obtained by Sir Moses Montefiore in his memorable 
journey to Morocco, the fierce and fanatical Moor has always treated the meek 
Jew with savage cruelty. Some of the Moslem races, like the Turks, the Syri 
and partly the Arabs, have looked upon the Jews as a sort of half-brother, to 
be treated kindly, though not without a tinge of contempt. In Constantinople 
in Damascus, in Aleppo, in Smyrna, the Israelite had little to complain of from 
the ruling powers, and, indeed, had occasionally to resort to them for protection 
from the persecutions of the Greek and other Eastern Christians. In the 
northern coast of Morocco, however, the parts were reversed. Islamism plundered 
and ill-treated the descendants of the patriarchs, and the representatives of 
Christianity and Western civilization, in the shape of the European Consuls, 
were applied to protect the Jews from brutal ill-ueage. The readers of this 
journal have often perused accounts of outrages perpetrated on the Jews by the 
Moors. The Firmans granted by the Emperor carry little weight beyond the 
precincts of the capital, and local governors do not seem to pay much attention 
to the orders of the sovereign. The majority of the Jewish inhabitants of the 
Moorish Empire reside in the sea-coast towns and are easily defended by foreign 
governments who command the seas and are able to threaten these towns with 
their war vessels, The Consuls of the principal European States were invested 
with, or perhaps assumed, considerable power, and they wielded great influence 
in the East. Their importance has much diminished of late years in Turkey 
and in Egypt, but on the coast of Morocco the Consuls still preserve much of 
Many Jews begged for the protection of the various Euro- 

ean States, and the privilege of being reckoned subjects of thoee countries was 
frequently granted. When a Jew ceased to be a Moorish subject and was taken 
under the jurisdiction of France or England, or ltaly or Spain, his person became 


comparatively sacred and a greater degree of safety was attained by the whole

community of Jews. The Israelites under European protection were necessarily 
a small minority, but then it was not known exactly who were the foreign 
subjects. The Moors were aware that some of the Jews were protected, 
and they were afraid of injuring any individual Jew, who might happen 
to be the subject of a Power possessing big war-ships, which could blow 
their cities and their castles about their ears. It appears at the present 
moment that it is intended to withdraw European protection from the Jews of 
Morocco. The causes alleged for this action do not seem very intelligible to ns 
and are not clearly explained. We presume that the old methed gave occasion- 
ally sume trouble to, the Consu!s, and that they in reality wish to rid themselves 
We much regret to per- 
ceive that the movement originated from, or at least was encouraged by, the 
English representatives in Morocco, to whem the Jews had often been beholiam 
for valuable assistance and support. Thcugh it has been said that Africa begins 
at the Pyrenees, the Spanieh Consul at Tangiers seems to have been well disposed 


towards the Jews and to have exerted himself on their behalf like an enlightened 


European whenever the, opportuni'y was offered. To Sig. Sorvaeso, the Consul 
for L.aly, the greatest praise is due ; Le bas shown great philanthropy and has 
upheld to the utmost of his strength the Jewish cause. He, moreover, still con- 
tinues to grant protection to Ieraelites and has invariably taken action in their 
favour. But if England diecoutinues the practice of casting the egis of her 
name over the poor Jews of Morocco, the Mediterranean powers will follow het 
example and the children of Ierael will once more be left to the tender mercies of 
the fierce Moore. Representations ought to be made by the proper authorities to 
the Consular body at Tangiers ; individual cases of misconduct—if euch there be 
—should not be allowed to prejudice a whole community. The withdrawal of 
European protection from a few hundred Jews will expose thousands of their 
race to pillage, to physical ill-treatment and personal danger. The matter is of 
too high an importance to be passed over quietly, and it devolves on our repre 
sentative bodies to take the proper means to endeavour to avert such a calamity 
from our African coreligionists. 


THE DRAMA AND THE JEWS. 

The Rev. Morris Joseph contributed to the advancement of the cause of 
true religion as well as of high art by his temperate advocacy in a recent sermon 
of the claims of the drama upon our respect. The Lostile attitude of the clergy 
towards the acting of plays is not of yesterday. It is mucl older even than the 
age of the Puritans. The early Fathers of the Churclf battled against the 
theatres of falling Rome, which, they said, “bad their rise from idols ’ and 
were “ baits of a false religion.” The Roman Theatre fell into rain, but not °° 
the dramatic instinct, which is inherent in human nature. In the second century, 
one Ezekiel, a Jewish magic poet, dramatised the story of the Exodus on the 
plan of tke Greek plays. This represented the method which the clergy employ ed 
to put down the old heathen drama. They substituted stories from the Old and 
New Testament, and the plays founded on them were called “ Mysteries. 
Christian hymns tock the place of the Greck choruses. Sometimes, especially 
on Saint-days, the lives of saints were dramatised ia what were called “Miracle 
plays. These performances were solely of a religious character, and were g1¥) 
at first, inside the church by the priests dressed in their ecclesiastical vestinents, 
and formed part of the divine service. By and bye, in order to accommodate 
the increasing number of spectators, scaffolding was built over the 
steps of the church, and the performances were held outside, the audienc 

occupying the space in front. When it was found that the crowds who we'e 
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attracted by these spectacles trampled the graves in the churchyards, the stages 
were removed to unconsecrated ground and detached scaffolding was set up. 
The clergy, choristers and parish clerks etill continued to take part in them, 
« The Fall of Lucifer,” “ The Fall of Man,” “The Death of Abel,” “The Story 
of Noah’s Flood” and “ The Raising of Lazarus,” were the titles of some of 
these plays. In time, the laity were associated with the clergy in these repre- 
sentations, and generally they supplanted them. Tho next stage in the develop- 
ment of the drama was the “ Morality Play,” in which the virtues and vices 
were personified. These spectacles being of a religious character, naturally did 
not attract Jews. But, our fathers were not suffered to be indifferent to them, 
because often the plays became, in the hands of the clergy, the means of exciting 
popular fury against the unfortunate Jews. And when the religious plays were 
followed by regular tragedy and comedy, the latter were hardly less prejudicial 
to the Jews. Shylock is a type of the manner in which the vulgar hate was 
pandored to by mediaval playwrights even of the moet exalted genios, It was 
not until Lessing’s “ Nathan der Weise” was written, exactly a hundred years 
ago, that justice was done to the Jew on the stage. Jews themselves, during 
the middle ages, were in a measure restrained from taking part in the acting of 
plays, because female parts were taken by boys. On Parim, when it was 
permitted to the sexes to personate each other, public as well as domestic plays 
were regularly acted in Jewish continental communities, Like the old Christian 
mysteries, they were also founded on some Scriptural incident, such as the selling 
of Joseph into slavery or the history of Haman. There have been Jewish 
strolling companies who represented such plays, and one of them visited this 
country. One of the most eminent of modern dramatists, the late Dr. Mosenthal, 
who composed various famous plays on Jewish subjects, was a Jew. Although 
the drama has in the past shown itself so inimical to Jewish interests, and even 
in the present has not always dealt fairly by us, etill Jews have, in modern 
times, chosen to forget such grievances and have even been among its most - 
valuable patrons. This is due to the fact that there is nothing ascetic or 
puritanical in Judaism. No nation is fonder of rational enjoyment than the 
Jews. Nor have the Jewish clergy sought to interfere with this expression of 
_ the national mind by heading a moral crusade against the modern drama. While 
evangelical clergymen indulge in abuse of harmless amusements, a Jewish 
minister insists “‘on the daty of using, though with gratitude and due modera- 
tion, the opportunities of enjoyment which fall to the lot of humanity.” Such 


a theme is not inappropriate for a Jewish serinon, because the duty is one taught 
by Judaism itself.

THE THREATENED EXPULSION OF JEWS IN’ RUSSIA. 

' With reference to a brief telegram, reproduced in our issue of the 24th ult., 
wherein it was stated that the Russian Government had ordered the Jews 
residing in the Don Cossack territory to quit the district within the next two 
years, the Novoye Vremya, a St. Petersburg journal, gives some additional 
particulars, from which it appears that the Minister for the Interior some time 
ago-appointed a Commission of Inquiry to investigate into the complaints of the 
administrative authorities of the Don districts, that in consequence of the energy 
and industry of the Jews settled there, the familics of the Cossacks were daily 
becoming more and more impoverished. The result of this inquiry was the 
_ issning of the order referred to above, tke decree adding that the Jews remaining 
in the district after the expiration of the two years would be expelled hy force. 


ConrFERENCE ON Proposep MODIFICATIONS IN. THE SYNAGOGUE Service.—The 
second meeting of the delegates appointel by the several Committees of the 
Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue to consider proposed 
‘modifications in the services of the synagogues, was held last evening, at the 
Central Synagogue Chambers.—Mr. L. Ososki has been appointed a represen- 
tative of the New Synagogue, in the place of Mr. Algernon E. Sydney, resigned ; 
the other delegates appointed by the Committee of the New Synagogue, Messrs. 
R Z. Bloomfield and D. H. Jacobs, continue to serve. 


THe LATE Baron Lronet pe Roruscui_p.—lIt has been resolved by the Board 
of Management of the Great Synagogue to perpetuate the memory of the late Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild, by placing his portrait in the Vestry-room of the Synagogue, 
as a record of the many and varied services rendered by him to the community. In 
a circular issued to the members, it is mentioned that it is the earnest desire of the 
Board of Management that the portrait “should be worthy of the Great Synagogue 
and of the deep feeling of affection which its members must bear to the honoured 
memory of the great and good man whose lineaments it is designed to preserve, 

MEETINGS FoR THE Stupy oF Hesrew Lirerarure.—The Fourth Session of 
the Meetings for the Study of Hebrew Literature, held under the presidency of the 
teev. A. L. Green at the Central Synagogue Chambers, will be inaugurated on 
Sunday, the 16th, with the first of a series of papers by the Rev. A. L. Green on “ The 
Jewish Prayer Book: the History of its Rise and Development. 


CHATHAM.—The death is announced of Mr. Daniel Barnard, of Chatham. The 
deceased took a very active part in the local affairs of Chatham. He had long been a 
member of the Court Leet, and some years since filled the office of High Constable 
With spirit and liberality. He was one of the chief movers in the formation of the 
Chatham Fire Brigade, of which he had always been the captain.

CONFERENCE OF DELEGATES TO CONSIDER MODIFICATIONS IN 
THE SERVICES OF THE SYNAGOGUES. . 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 

Sir,—Although, in accordance with the resolution passed at their first 
meeting, the delegates have determined that the proceedings at their meetio 
should not be published, 1 feel justified in endeavonring to set your readers right 
as to some or connected with the mode of procedure, about which the corres- 
pondence that has lately been published indicates that there is considerable 
misapprehension, 

_ The action of the Boards of Management of the various constituents of the 
United Synagogue is, up to the present time, confined to the appointment of 
delegates who are directed to enquire if any, and what, improvements should be 
effected in the services. The Board of Management of the Central Synagogue 
believed that in attempting to effect such improvements (although it might be 
in the power of each synegogue te adopt, under authority, the alterations it 
required), it would be admissable, as far as possible, for the constituents of the 
United Synagogue to act in concert, without in the least attempting to bind any 
congregation to accept any particular conclusions ultimately resolved upon. 
With this object the above Board iuvited the co-ordinate Boards to co-operate 
in the investigation, by each sending three delegates to a conference, The 
invitation was accepted by nine out of the ten Constituent Synagogues. Hence 
the present conference. 

At the close of its proceedings the delegates must report to their parent 
Boar’s. These Boards will then separately consider each recommendation. Any 
resolutions adupted, must then be submitted to the Chief Rabbi, in accordance 
with the Deed of Foundation and Trust binding alike in all the Constituent Syna- 
gogues Moreover, in the invitations to the Conference it was stated as the 
opinion of its conveners “that any changes which may be ultimately adopted, 
atter they have been approved by the Chief Rabbi, should be submitted to the 
seatholders for ratification.” 

Among the various suggestions that have been made, none appear to offer 
an equally practical, cautious, and effectual mode of dealing with the question. 
The proposed couree of action will afford the fullest opportunity to the various 
Boards of Management to obtain the advice of their ministers, as well as of 
other supposed experts, before coming to any. decision.

REFORM MINISTERS IN ORTHODOX PULPITS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

E1r,—In your * Notes of the Week” of 31st ult., it is stated that Liverpool, 
in the invitation to Professor Marks to deliver a sermon in one of the orthodox 
synagogues of that town, has only followed the example of Manchester years 
ago, when Dr. Gothiel, the minister of the Reform Congregation of this city, 
preached the Hospital Sunday sermon in the O}\i Synagogue, and the independent 
spirit evinced by our late lamented minister, Professor Isaacs, in accepting the 
invitation to preach in the Manchester Reform Synagogue. These friendly con- 
nections between the two syoagogues was again forcibly shown on the occasion 
of the funeral of Professor Isaacs, and by the cordial invitation to the Rev. 
L. M. Simmons, the minister of the Reform Synagogue, to deliver a sermon at 
the memorial service held shorily after. We had indeed begun to hope that a 


better day was dawning for us, but | am afraid that vonr and fur cantimante an 
the ciguc wf the Umes are sumewnal premature, as you will see when I state 


what has just occurred here. 

Since the demise of our minister we have had no sermon in our synagogue, 
not even on the high Festivals. A few days ago the Council determined to ask 
the Rev L. M. Simmons, of the Reform Congregation, to occupy the pulpit on ¢ 
Sabbath at an early date. Mr. Simmons is deservedly held in high esteem, and 
the greatest satisfaction was expressed when the news of the invitation spread 
amongst the congregation But, alas! it seems thet a member of the Executive 
feeling himself aggrieved at.somethivg or other, th ught it cousistent with his 
sense of houour and duty to his colleagues to communicate with Dr, Adler, aud, 
to the great surprise of most, there came an inhibition frow the Chief Rabbi 
decidedly refusing to allow Mr. Simmons, as a Reform minister, to preach in an 
orthodox synagogue. I unhesitatingly say that the action of the Chief Kabbi 
has been denounced in the strongest possible terms by almost the whole c n gre- 
gation, They see the: work ot years undone and lost in amoweut. While 
speakers, and sometimes even preachers, on public and other occasions, urge a 
closer union, while some go even to the length of saying that Berkeley Street 
may send delegates to the United Synagogue without losing its independence, 
the leading authority has shown a want of truly appreciating the requirements 
and feelinzs of the Manchester community which he displayed more than twenty 
years ago, when a blow was struck from which we have never yet recovered. 
If it be a sacrilege for Mr. Simmons to preach in oar synagogue, it must be 
equally so for Professor Marks to preach in the orthodox synagogue of Liverpool ; 
but we have nothing toshow us that the Chief Rabbi has censured the Liverpool 
authorities or vetced their action. Why was Mr, Simmons not forbidden to preach 
at the memorial service? Such inconsistency requires fall explanation. What 
fills me with grief more than auger is, that this act of the Chief Rabbi, is in the 
declining years of his reign, and was performed after the letter from him which 
appeared in your columns last week was written, Surely one of his last acts 
ougit vot to be to sow discord and ronse angry feelings, and widen the breach 
between our congregation (weakened and shorn of most of its influence and 
strength already) and the most inflaential congregation out of London, 

A word in cenclusiov, and let it be one of caution aud advice. — For years 
past a etrong party bas been growing aud quietly discussing the advisability of 
separating from the spiritual coutrol of London. No steps would be taken during 
the lifetime, or the rule of the present Chief Rabbi, for furthering this object. 
When the time arrives the batile would be stoutly contested, and perhaps not 
without allies. The Ecclesiastical system which was sufficient 30 or 50 years 
azo is not adapted to our times, A community like Manchester, numbering 
10,000 or more, will refuse to be led or driven like a flock of sheep by those who 
have no means of judging what the feelings or requirements of our body are. 
In this instance, acting on the information of one person, the London Chief 
Rabbi has ridden rough shod over those who are directly responsible to the 
members for their conduct, and caused them to look ridiculous in their own eyes, 
and in the opinion of all free and independent men. We are face to face with a 
question of the greatest moment. We must either swallow the leek, or abide 
by our invitation, and then—— }

14th, the difference will be forty-one minutes, The discrepancy was, of course, 

eatest at midsummer, when it amounted to one hour and nineteen minutes. 

have searched in vain in Lindo’s Calendar, which 1 believe to be the standard 
work on this subject, for a reason for this arbitrary anticipation of the natural 
hour ; and I find that whilst the author bas gone so far as to obtain the assistance 
of the Astrondmer Royal in fixing the time for the termination of the Sabbath, 
in fixing the time for its commencement he has followed some recognised, but 
none the less illogical, rule. The actus] time of the commencement of the Sab- 
bath appears to vary about twelve minutes every week. At midsummer It 18 
nineteen minutes past eight; at midwinter forty-nine minutes past three. 

The objections to this loose system are too obvious to enumerate, and I sin- 
cerely trust that among the reforins which the delegates will recommend to their 
constituents will be the endowment of the Sabtath day with a traly scientific 
frontier. —Yours obediently,

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

The first meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians after the recess was held on 
Monday evening, the President, Mr. Lionet L, Coney, in the chair, There was 
a very full attendance, twenty-four members being present. ; 

The reports of the Relief Committees for the past three months were laid on 
the table. The reports showed that the aggregate expenditure had been on the same 
extended scale as last year, but that there had been no further augmentation. 

The President gave particulars of the exceptional cases which had occurred 
during the recess. Two cases of desertion had presented circumstances of unusual 
difficulty ; in one case some deserted children had been sent after the father to New 
York, and delivered to him. In this case the enquiries for the father had been 
assisted by the Secretary of the New York United Hebrew Charities. 

The Executive Committee reported the renewal of the contract for bread for six 
months on former terms, but with a fresh contractor. 


Legacies were announced as having been received during the recess as follows :- 


£5 from Mr. Henry Jacob Nathan ; £250 from Mr. Sampson Lucas. The amounts 
had been funded as usual. 

Letters were read from Mr. Leopold de Rothschild accepting office as one of the 
treasurers of the Board in lieu of Sir N. M. de Rothschild, Bart., M.P., who had re- 
signed ; Mr. Francis A. Lucasin reply toa letter of condolence forwarded to him 
on the death of his lamented father : Sir Moses Montefiore. Bart., euclosing to the 
President the sum of £95 for distribution on Friday 24th ult. A vote of congratula- 
tion was unanimously passed to Sir Moses on the anniversary which was the occa- 
sion of the gift, and the President was ordered to forward to him a list of the ninety- 
five recipients who had each received the sum of £1 as directed in the letter. 


It was reported that fivechildren had been admitted during the recess, under the 


through the intervention of the Board. All these cases received a parochial subven- 
tion, but being “double orphans” (both parents deceased) no supplementary sub- 
vention would be payable by the Board, in accordance with the usual! arrangement, 

Mr. Henry A. Isaacs bronght up the report of the Medical Committee. (A fall 
summary of this report was printed in our last:) On the motion of Mr. 
Isaacs, the recommendation of the Medical Committee was unanimously adopted, 
aud the new system which had been tentatively in force for six months. was defi- 
nitely accepted It was resolved to forward a copy of the report to the United 
Synagogue, and to ask for its sanction of the definite adoption of the arran vements. 
A subvention of £283 1ks. per annum is now contributed by the United Synagogue 
for medical purposes. It was unahimously resolved to pass a special vote of thanks 
to Dr, A. Asher for his valuable services in connection with the new arrangements. 

The report of the Committee on the appropriations to be made under the bequest 
of £2,000 made in memory of Baron Lionel de Rothschi!d was brought up, and its 
adoption moved by Mr. Noan Davis. The following five recommendations of the 
Committee were put to the Board and unanimously adopted :— 

1, The sum of £600 to be placed at the disposal of the Industrial Committee. to b= 
the discretion of that Committee in increasing the number of apprentices by. directly increasing 
the premiums paid, or by imdirect remission of the repayments made by the ‘apprent ices, 
or by the grant of tools and implements, in special cases, to the apprentices at the end 
of their term of apprenticeship. 2. That the Board consider that the grant of tools and imple- 
ments should only be made under special circumstances, so as not to conflict with the spirit of in- 
dependence, which it is the main object of the Industrial Committee to foster and develope. 3. That 
the Aum of £300 be placed at the disposal of the Emigr:tion Committee for emicration purposes, 
4. That the sum of £235 be left at the disposal of the Lionel Rothschild Bequest Commitee for ap- 
recipneats to set up in Femunerative occupations, 5, 
ton of the fund should be applied to mect the ordinary expendi- 

The TREASURER, Mr, Francis A. Lucas, brought up his financial statement. He 
showed that as this bequest was not to be trenched on for the current outlay of the 
Board for casual purposes, there were absolutely no funds in hand. The Treasurer 
made an earnest appeal for support, and it was resolved that the usual steps be 
taken in the course of the winter to enlist the support of the community. 

Mr. Lucas also complained of the amount of subscriptions in arrear. It was 
resolved that a circular, signed by the President, be forwarded to each subscriber 
who had not punctually paid his subscription ; the Executive Committee to consult 
the Collector, and report the result to the next meeting. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair concluded the meeting.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


The first meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue,after the usual recess, 
was held on Tuesday evening last, at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were - 
present :

Before proceeding to the consileration of the business on the Agenda, the Cuarr. 
MAN briefly expressed pleasure at again meeting the members of the Council for the 
transaction of the important affairs of the United Synagogue after the usual recess. 

A letter was read from Mrs. Lucas acknowledging the note of condolence passed 
by the Council on the death of the late Mr. Sampson Lucas. It was resolved that 
the letter should be entered upon the minutes. 

Mr. Lionet L: Couen, then, in accordance with notice, proposed the election of 
Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, one of the vice-presidents, as president of the Couneil, 
He said that seldom had he made a proposition at that Council with more emotion 
than animated him on that occasion. Nine years ago, on the establishment of the 
United Synagogue, he had had the honour of proposing the election of Sir Anthony 
de Rothschild, as the first president of the Council. Sir Anthony's election was 
unanimous, and that choice was amply justified by the valuable services which Sir 
Anthony rendered to the congregation, and by the able, genial, and conciliatory man- 
ner in which he had presided over their meetings, and the assistance he had rendered 
at all times to promote the interests of the congregation. ©n the lamented death of 
Sir Anthony the Council on his proposition elected Mr, Sampson Lucas. who had 
been one of the vice-presidents since the establishment of the United Synagogue, 
That choice was also amply justified by experience. And now, when Mr. Lucas had 
been removed by untimely death from their midst, he had for the third time the 
responsible task to propose the election of a gentleman to fill the presidential chair, 
Mr. Cohen referred in eloquent words, and amid the applause of the meeting. to 
the eminent cervices rendered tothe United Synagogue both by Sir Anthony de Roths. 
child and Mr. Lucas. and to the mutual confidence, esteem and affection with which 
they were regarded by the Council. He expressed the hope thac his nomination of 
Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild would not only meet with the unanimous approval of 
the meeting, but be no lees unanimously approved of when tested by experience of the 
eminent qualifications of Sir Nathaniel to fill the office for which he had the honour 
and satisfaction of nominating him. The responsibilities of the office had increased 
with the development of the United Synagogue. At its establishment it consisted 
of five constituent synagogues only. Two had rince joined, and three new syna- 
gogues had been erected with their assistance and cotintenance, A new burial 
ground had been opened in the west of London, and the cemetery in the east had 
been considerably extended, After referring to other works of communal importance 
and utility undertaken by the United Synagogue, Mr. Cohen said that it would bea 
source of much gratification not only to the Council. but aleo to their constituents, 
to know that their future President wou!d bring tothedischarge of hisdutiesan intimate 
knowledge of the details connected with the management of the affairs of the United 
Synagogue. It had always been a source of satisfaction to the community to ob- 
serve the extent of the activity and sympathy of the Rothschild family with the 
congregational life of the community. That satisfaction would be increased by the 
knowledge that Sir Nathaniel was prepared and even auxious to carry out the tra- 
ditions of his family in that respect. (Applause.) After a few’ further observations 
in praise of Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild’s fitness for the office of President, and his 
acquaintance with the duties of that position, Mr. Cohen concluded by formally 
moving, amid applause, the election of Sir Nathaniel as President. 

Mr. NoAu DAvis in seconding the nomination, said: I am unable to express the 
gratification I experience in being called on to second the nomination of Sir Nathaniel 
de Rothschild as president of the United Synagogue. If there is any alloy at all in 
my gratification it arises from the knowledge that we cannot have two presidents. 
and I must ask your indulgence if apparently for a time I diverge somewhat from 
the immediate subject in hand. We must never forget, least of all upon an ovcasion 
like this, that both in members and influence ours is the most important a*sociation 
of Jews in the world. Kstablished only about nine years, it already numbers nearly 
3,000 members. all of them I believe having confidence in the administration. [t has 
secured the respect of bodies outside it, and shown an example of unity and progress 
unparalleled in the modern history of Jews. If our institution is as | have repre- 
sented it, it isso thanks to the late Baron Lionel, the late Sir Anthony. our late presi- 
dent (Mr.Sampson Lucas), and I am happy to say the present Mr. Lionel Cohen. Whilst 
they, together with several others, established the Union, Mr. Cohen's wise counsels 
and watchful care have fostered its growth, and now he has crowned his splendid 
services by inducing Sir Nathaniel to accept its presidency, Entertaining this ele- 
vated opinion of our institution, what must we think of Sir Nathaniel when we 
request of him to become our president’ This is an eventful night in the annals of 
the United Synagogue. For the first time in our history we have the chief of our 
princely house taking his rightful place at our head, and I venture to say—and | 
must be pardoned for saying so in his presence—that were he not of the house of 
Rothechild his personal qualities and mental attainments would in themselves have 
fully justified our selection. (Applause). I am astonished at the intimate know- 
ledge he possesses, even of the details of our affairs: I admire the sagacity, the 
wisdom with which he deals with all questions enbmitted to him, and I am grateful, 
as you are. for the interest he dispjays in and the support which he renders to every 
movement having for its object the advancement not only of our institution but of 
individual members of the community. We may weil be proud of our choice, and I 
take this opportunity of placing on record my humble wish that he may have many 
years of health to continue his career of usefulness. You will now be asked from the 
chair to rise in your places and with one voice acclaim Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild 
president of the United Synagogue.

Baron H. pg Worms, in seconding the amendment, said that he fully agreed 
with the remarks made by Mr. Benn Davis. He fully and sincerely appreciated the 
great services and eminent talents of Dr. Hermann Adler, but if the Council alopte d 
the recommendations of the Executive Committee, they would practically appoint a 
locum tenens for the Chief Rabbi. This was beyond the powers of the Council. The 
other congregations interested in the election of Chief Rabbi should be first. consulted. 
The course proposed by the Executive Committee was injudicious and unwarranted, 
The Council should not name any gentleman to be delegate of the Chief Rabbi. He 
deprecated the course proposed not only on the grounds of its general inexpediency, 
but also because he believed its adoption would lead to division in the community, 
He would protest by voice and vote against the adoption of the recommendations of 
the Executive Committee. 

Mr, A, BK. SYDNEY supported the adoption of the report of the Committee. The 
course recommended was judicious, proper and perfectly warranted, Dr. Hermann 
Adler was a credit to the community. He had already distinguished himself, and by 
adopting the recommendations of the Executive Committee, the ¢ ouncil would 
be merely giving their sanction to and expressing their approval of his 
continuing to assist the Chief Rabbi in the discharge of some of the responsible 
duties which devolved upon him, and which, in his letter, he had said he was unable 
any longer, with due regard to his health, to continue to discharge. Mr. Sydney enid 
that the Council should not blink the fact that Dr. Hermann Adler might succeed 
his father as Chief Rabbi, but. should rather look upon this as a matter for great 
satisfaction, and should have the courage to act up to their opinions. the members 
thould endeavour to forget for the moment that Dr. Hermann Adler was the son of 
a Chief Rabbi, and certainly should not allow themselves to be prejudiced by the 

act, 

Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGUE, in supporting the adoption of the report, said that it was 
eminently to the advantage of the community that the fitness of the probable f uture 
Chief Rabbi should be tested by experience, This would be an advantage which was 
seldom enjoyed by acommunity, The Anglo-Jewish community was severely critical. 
If Dr, Hermann Adler passed through the ordeal of being on his trial as the f uture 
Chief Rabbi, the opinion thus gained of his fitness and abilities would be manifestly 
of great value, not so much to him personally as to the community at large. 

Mr. MAvurice Hart said that while he believed Dr. Hermann Adler was eminently 
(ualified to fill any position to which he might aspire, the Council should hesitate in 
the course proposed and should not anticipate the future election of a Chief _— 
By adopting the recommendations of the Executive Committee the Council wou 
virtually be electing the successor to the Chief Rabbi. If Mr. Davis would withdraw 
his amendment he would move that the Council leave the choice of delegate to the 
Chief Rabbi. 

After some conversation, Mr. Davis agreed to withdraw his amendment in favour 
of amendment proposed by Mr. 

r. M. 8, opposed the amendment, 
Mr, Lione. L, Cowen then replied in a very able speech to the remarks of the 


- —— 
several speakers who had opposed the adoption of the recommendations of the 
Executive Committee. He characterised the opposition as insidious, and showing a 
lamentable want of information on the question before the meeting, It would be 
excessively disrespectful, after the letter of the Chief Rabbi, to leave Dr. Adler to 
appoint a representative for the discharge of certain duties, and to leave him to bear 
the odium which might be unfairly produced by his appointing his son. He in- 
dignantly repudiated the idea suggested by one or two of the speakers, that the 
adoption of the report of the Executive Committee would lead to a division in the 
community. At any rate he would use no such argument in support of the views he 
and the majority of the Executive held. They attached too much importance to pro- 
moting unity in the community to lightly make use of such an argument. He 
emphatically denied that the Executive desired to “ anticipate posterity” or to 
unfairly fetter the election of the future Chief Rabbi. 
The amendment was then put to the meeting and 


result was greeted with applause. Clause 3 and 4 were then adopted. The following 
Clauses were adopted without discussion : 


“The Council have abstained from directly making the definitive appointment 
themselves, inasmuch as the appointment of Chief Rabbi was originally made by 
some of the Synagogues now in the Union in conjunction with other Metropolitan 
and Provincial Congregations,” 

“ With regard to the personal inspection of the religious teaching in Jewish 
schools, the € ouncil are not »t this moment in a position to make any positive regula- 
tion for its direction, this not being a subject hitherto brought under their jurisdiction. 
They suggest, however, to Dr. Adler, that in the Metropolis arrangements might be 
severally made with the Jewish Ministers residing in districts contiguous to the 
various schools for the purpose of regularly inspecting and reporting on them, and 
that the arrangements for the inspection of provincial schools might be continued as 
heretofore.” ; 

Clause 7 was then considered : 


ft For the solemnization of marriages, which the Chief Rabbi is compelled to 
relinquish, special legislatioa is required. The Council consider that every congregant 
in a Constituent Synagogue should bave the widest porsible latitude in the selection 
of the Minister whom he may wish to perform the ceremony of marriage in his 
family ; they resolve, therefore, that, subject to such finaucial and other arrange- 
ments as may hereafter be decided on, power be given to the bridegroom, being a 
seatholder in any constituent synagogue, or if he be nota seatholder, then to the 
parent or guardian of the bride, to select as the celebrants of the marriage any 


ministers of any Constituent Synagogue, such ministers being previously authorised 
by the Chief Rabbi to solemnize marriages.” | 


_ Mr, AsRAHAM LEVY moved an amendment, to the effect that the selection of 
ministers to perform a marriage should be restricted to the ministers of the particular 
synagogue in connection with which the marriage was to be solemnized. 

Mr. HyMAN A. ABRAHAMS seconded the amendment. After a brief discussion 
the amendment was put to the meeting and negatived, only three hands being 
held up in its favour. 

Clause 7 and the following Clauses were then adopted: 


* The Council sympathise with the Great and other Synagogues in being deprived 
of the pulpit instruction afforded by Dr. Adler, and if their interposition be sought by 
those Synagogues, wi'l willingly co-operate in endeavouring to supply the void 
created by his absence.” 

“In conclusion, the Council, gratefully acknowledging the eminent and 
lengthened services of their revered Chief Rabbi. earnestly hope that the arrange- 
ments they now suggest may help to restore his impaired health, so that, by the 
Divine blessing, he may be spared for many years to direct the spiritual affairs of the 
Jewish Community, whose warm attachment and respect he has so completely earned 
and secured.”

THE CHIEF RABBI, 

Tas year the Cuizr Rawat has celebrated the jubilee of his admission to the 
Rabbinate, and this year he has chosen for retiring from the discharge of a por- 
tion of the more Jaborions details of his office. Dr. Naruan Marcus ApiEer 
retains the direction and supervision of the spiritual affairs of the congrega- 
tions under his charge, will continue to decide all questions connected with 
our religious observances, and hopes personally to conduct any important 
correspondence with the metropolitan, provincial and colonial congregations. 
But, he purposes no longer to attend daily at his office to take cognizance 
of matters of detail requiring immediate consideration, nor to grant inter- 
views, issue authorizations of marriage, &c. He will not always be able to 
be present at the Court of Beth Hamidrash or at the councils of the Shechita 
Board. It must have been harder for the Cursy to relinguish the 
grateful duty of preaching in the Great and other Synagogues, so long and 
so ably fulfilled by him since his first sermon was preached 35 years ago; 
harder still to renounce his periodical inspections of the religious teaching in 
our schools. Some of the community will feel his absence from marriages, 
to which the presence of the Curxr Ranwi gave a solemnity valued for 
social as well as for religious reasons, more keenly than the loss of functions 
which had a wider spiritual sphere. But, to retain that honoured grey head 
amongst us we must submit to see it less often. 

In these circumstances the Cuier Rass: appealed to the Executive 
Committee of the Council of the United Synagogue, as a body whose 
decision would be regarded as unbiased and sagacious, to recommend a 
delegate for the discharge of the duties which he relinquishes. The Com- 
mittee have recommended the appointment of the Rev. Dr. Hermasn 
Apter, the Council have concurred in the recommendation, and there is no 


doubt it will meet with general approval. Fortunately, there was not far to 


seek fora clergyman admirably qualified to perform the daties relinqvished 
by the Curer Rassi, one in whom practical devotion and sound religious 
knowledge go hand in hand with modern culture and enlightenment. The 
Rey. Dr. Hermann Apuer has not only other ualitications of the highest 
character, but he is connected with the Carer Rasst by the closest ties 
of relationship and of filial affection. He has long been his father’s 
right-hand, his confidant and assessor, and is intimately acquainted 
with every pending step in questions of religion and business. Within 


the last: few months he has filled a more conspicuous place than ever in the. 


public eye, and the fact that he has gone through the ordeal with enhanced 
reputation is a sign of the purity and rectitude of his life and motives. In 
his hands the dearest interests of the community will be safe, and it is 
fortunate that in nominating Dr. Hunmaxn Apter the Council of the 
United Synagogue not only selected a thoroughly qualified person, but also 
must gratify the natural feelings of one, whom, after his 50 years of service in 
the Rabbinate in Hanover and London, and 85 of chief spiritual charge in 
Great Britain, it is the wish of all of us to please by publicly showing the 
Fespect we bear for his religious and learned character and his affectionate 
and continuing care for the welfare of his flock. 


THE RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS, 


_Atmosr every week furnishes us with fresh evidence from untainted sources 
of the persistence of the Russian Government ina policy of repression against 
its Jewish subjects, In the unsettled state of the Empire it might have

been that for the purposes of party conflict there was an organised attempt 


to discredit the Government in the eyes of Europe by the publication of 
Active and unscrupulous opponents

repressive decrees against the Jews. 


Europe, where the doctrines of liberty of conscience and equality before the 
law are more and more respected, by publishing fictitious decrees against the 
Jews in the name of the Russian Government. But, we have no such con- 


solation as this. The recent telegrams from St. Petersburg bear upon their — 


faces the genuine official impress. The peremptory orders to Jews to quit 
the Russian frontier towns of Radziwilow, Alexince and Pogajew, where 
they have for years settled in peace, is too much in harmony with all the 
antecedent acts of the Government with regard to our brethren to warrant 
the suspicion for one moment that the report is a mere fabrication for 
political purposes. For the Russian Jew the fature holds out no bright 
prospect of relief; he is under the iron hoof of a merciless despotism, and 
all that we at present can hope is that should the hour of enfranchisement 
ever come, our brethren will not have had crashed out of them those high 
qualities which distinguish the race amongst free and ealightened peoples. 
A long course of persistent oppression we know blunts the finer susceptibili- 
ties of human nature and “debases the moral currency.” The apologists of 
oppression urge that the Russian Jew is poor, ignorant and debased, and argue 
that hence comes the necessity for repressive and restrictive measures. We may 
accept the statement, but we certainly must reject the conclusion. Subject as he 
is to civil and religious disabilities of the most stringent character, it would be 
a miracle if the Jew in Russia was a favoured specimen of his race; bat the 
way to remove the reproach of poverty, ignorance and degradation against 
him is to remove —not to add or continue—galling and demoralising disabili- 
ties. We have ample proof in England, Germany, Austria, France and 
Italy that the emancipate] Jew aims at self-improvement; Russia herself 
has had evidence again and again repeated, that where the Jew has had fair 
play he has added to the national resources, has respected the law and 
promoted education. The best of subjects cannot do more than this; bat 
by a strange perversion of what is due to peaceable and deserving subjects, 
the Russian Government will persist in treating our brethren as though they 
were the most degraded of the human race—neither hoping nor desiring any 
elevation in the scale of being. 

When reading of Russia in connection with our brethren, it is some- 
times difficult to divest ourselves of the idea that things are not, indeed, so 
bad as they are represented. The most sober statements are so highly 
coloured that the suspicion of exaggeration is raised. The dealings of the 
Government are so contrary to all that we have learned to believe constitutes 
sound political economy, that we cannot avoid asking whether the reports 
which reach us are, indeed, true? Unfortunately, there is no good ground 
for scepticism. The most intelligent travellers who have studied and reported 
on the condition of the Jews in the Empire of the Czar have confirmed the 
broad outline of the distressful picture of which we are constantly receiving 
fresh details. The four prominent grievances of our Russian brethren are 
(1) their exclusion from the interior and certain other parts of the Empire ; 
(2) their liability at any moment to be ordered by the police to quit their 
place of domicile; (3) that they are not. allowed to acquire real estate in 
certain districts where they are permitted to settle, and, in some instances, not 
to-farm land; (4) that they are not protected from the barefaced extortions of 
local officials. Besides these there is a multitude of minor disabilities which 
in any really civilized country would be deemed oppressively cruel, but 
which in Russia pass almost unnoticed by the oppressed. At the first blush 
it is not perhaps quite easy to appreciate all the terrible hardships which the 
restrictions carry in their train. First of all, the legal exclusion of the 
Jews from certain parts of the Empire shuts in the Jews in some districts as 
in a prison. There is in Russia, as in all parts of the world, an ebb and 
flow of commercial enterprise and in the prosperity of industries in certain 
districts. In England, when trade declines in one place operatives migrate 
to another or leave the country altogether, and this time'y relief leaves 
those who remain increased facilities: to earn a livelihood ; and we can only 
understand what occurs in Russia if we picture to ourselves a wretchedly 
poor district, greatly over-populated by Jews, not a single one of whom is 
permitted by law to step outside of the famine-smitten radius. In the 
districts to which the Jews are confined there have been famines and pesti- 
lences, and yet the law was inexorable. The starving Jew, suffering from 
want of employment and the high price of bread, was not permitted to go 
where labour was wanted and where food was plentiful. What would be 
said of the Government of England if at this moment of agricultural 
depression in Ireland it were to issue a ukase forbidding the emigration of 
Irishmen, or their removal from one part of Ireland to another? The 


civilisation here which effectually forbids such an act brings out into bold

relief the tyranny which elsewhere permits it, 
of tenure and the uncertainty even of domicile, 


from St. Petersburgh stated that “the Jews residing in the Don Cossack — 
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territ:"; ave received orders to leave the country within the next two 
years.’ Last week the statement appeared that about thirty Austrian Jews 
who had for some time been settled in the town of Berdyezew, had, notwith- 
standing that their passports were perfectly en régle, been arrested and 
escorted across the frontier. Several other Austrian Jews, who had 
purchased land just within the Russian frontier, had likewise been 
expelled from the country. We may easily conceive the effect of such 
summary injustice upon those who sustain it, and its demoralising effect on 
the rest of the Jewish population in the empire, anyone of whom may to-day 
or to-morrow be spoiled of his land, taken from his trade and escorted across 
the frontier, or be rudely driven from one district to another within the 
territorial limits of the empire itself. A body of trading Jews may sud- 
denly be commanded to colonize an agricultural district and turn farmers, 
and as suddenly be called away from the plough and be re-converted into 
traders. In such a state of things the Jews, tremblingly alive to every 
change, seek to accumulate what is most easily convertible, and what may 
be most readily secreted from the avaricious gaze of the greedy officials: 
That they cannot acquire real estate in certain districte, even where they are 
allowed to settle, deprives them at once of one of the great elements of 
stability in a population. 

And when we ask “ Why the Jew in Russia is shut up within a certain 
district to pine and starve”? we are told “ because he is ignorant and de- 
graded, and has contracted vices which must not be spread amongst the 
general population.” But if this argument is of value it cuts directly 
against perpetuating a condition of things under which a population of three 
millions is condemned to poverty, ignorance, and vice. Under a system of 
oppression prompted by fanaticism and continued through hate, the 
Jew in Russia has been so demoralised that he compares badly (so it is said) 
when contrasted with the general population. If this is trae—but we are 
by no means willing to accept it—what is the lesson taught? Is it 
not to replace the system by one which has the sanction of humanity, political 
economy and true religion? If the Jewish mass is marked by obnoxious 
traits and peculiar vices, is not that an argament against. crowding them 
together in districts where the evils may be perpetuated and handed down from 
generation to generation? Surely, the antidote would be to disperse the 
Jews far and wide amongst the general population from whom they could 
acquire a higher tone, more in accord with the refined sympathies of official 
Muscovites. By dispersing them and placing them in another wholesome 
social and moral atmosphere, new agencies would be enabled to overpower, 
decompose, neutralise old and vicious habits. 

There is nothing new in all this to the Government of the Czar. If 
the Jew were not concerned perhaps the truth of the argument might obtain 
official recognition.. It is known-as well in St. Petersburgh as in London 
that if men are degraded by design they will remain degraded so long as 
they are isolated and reminded at every turn that they breathe only by official 
grace, and exist but as subjects for official scorn and victims of official 
rapacity. The Jew must be poor when he is rigidly excluded from districts 
where the soil is generous and trade prosperous ; he must be ignorant when 
the ambition to gain an improved education is dulled and maje the medium 
for increased disabilities and suspicion; he must be vicious when his self 
respect is carefully undermined by a long process of il! treatment, by direct 
legislative action. The excuse given for cooping up the Jews in districts 
and hounding them from pillar to post is not the real one. Referring 
to the recent expulsion of Austrian Jews from Ragsia, the Allgemeine 
Zeitung des Judenthums says: “The surprised Jews can give no other 
reason for this arbitrary act than the fact that they profess the Jewish 
faith.” Here is the secret, 
constrain all Russian subjects to embrace the dominant faith. The principle 
of action is: persecute sufficiently, and then in order to escape present 
misery Russian Jews will embrace that form of Christianity of which the 
Czar is the head. The principle is not new, but that it is a bad one is 
shown by Prussia and Austria abandoning it. The proselytes made in 
Russia by this means will be no great acquisition to the Greek Church, 
whilst they will surely form centres of discontent amongst populations 


already seething with revolutionary ardour. Rassia’s true policy is to 


Temoye all trammels from the Jew, and then he will be an element 


of stability to the State. Persecuted and oppressed, he can be no 
honour to the country, and if driven into the arms of the Greek Church to 
escape ignomony and dishonour, he will surely revenge his race by helping 


to ignite the explosive elements storing up with ominous rapidity throughout 
the length and breadth of the land.

ROUMANIA. 


A Reuter's telegram states that the Roumanian Government has addressed . 
circular note to the Signatory Powers of the Treaty of Berlin on the subject of 
the Jewish Emancipation Question. It communicates the revision effected jg 
the Roumanian Constitution in this particular, and pointe out that the original 
unmodified proposals of the Government did not obiain a two-thirds majority, 
It then recounts the alternatives of the fall of the Roumanian Cabinet or a disso. 
lution of the Chambers, and says that either of these events would have entailed 
grave consequences. A new Radical Government would have been formed 
which could only have introduced a radically restrictive Emancipation Bill, and 
thereby challenged a protest of the European Powers, while a dissolution of the 
Chambers would have caused irritation which might have led to disturbances jn 
which the Jews would have been the first to be sacrificed, and of which the 
effect and extent in the East of Europe no one could foresee. A compromise 
was, therefore, essential. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Sunday night: It 
is very unlikely that Priace Bismarck will accept the naturalization of a handful 
of Roumanian Jews as payment in full for the Emancipation Clause enacted by 
the Berlin Congress. The Roumanian anti-emancipation party continue to be 
encouraged by Russia, who, having long been accustomed to oppress her two 
millions of Jews, deems it a dangerous precedent to allow an equality of rights 
to the Roumanian Israelites, the immediate neighbours of the Raasian Jews, 


The Alliance [sraélite, in its last monthly report, sums up the compromise 
adopted by the Ronmanian Legislature for the emancipation of about one thou. 
sand Jews, in the following terms: “ The project continucs to treat as forcigners 
Jews who are Roumanians by birth; it aggravates their situation by rendering 
defi.ite the refusal which has hitherto been given to accord the rights of 
natnralisation granted by Article 8 of the Civil Code; it leaves in existence the 
numerous exceptional laws directei against ton-naturalised Jews, whose situa- 
tion remains absolutely the same as it was before ; fiually, it does nothing 
towards solving tie difficulty of Commercial Conventions, since Jews of foreign 
nationality can no longer, as formerly, settle freely and acquire immoveable 
property in the rural districts of Roumania. The right of possessing rural 
immoveable property becomes a public right, except for those who enjoyed it by 
virtue of laws or existing conventions, that is to say, the non-naturalised Jews 
will alone be deprived of this right. The intention of the nevv law is evident; 
they wish to naturalise a thousand Jews, and keep all the others outside the 
law.” | ; 

The République Francaise is infermed that since the passing of the Natural 
isation Bill, many -petitions for naturalisation have been addressed to the 
Chambers, It is remarked that the most prominent Jews in Roumania have 
hastened to comply with the requirements of the new law. 


BAYswATer SyxaGcocur.—The Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, in concluding on 
Sabbath last his short series of highly interesting discourses on Moses Mendelssohn, 
adverted to. the fact that whilst nearly every important Jewish congregation in 
Germany had in August last duly celebrated the 15th anniversary of his birth. and 
had. in addition. adopted measures for commemorating his name, the Jews in England 
had, with the exception of the press, completely ignored the event. Seeing that this 
had been the case, it behoved him to notice the anniversary from the pulpit, and to 
urge his coreligionists in this country to make themselves better acquainted with the 
life aud writings of the great philosopher,

His arguments are weak 
to a degree, but there is an bonest ring about them which entitles them to respect. 
And I for one am anxious to Arrive at an approximate clase to what earnest men 
who believe what they say, think about the proposed revision of the ritual From 
what I can gather from the rather involved statements of Mr. Oppenheim he 
objects to the present movement, because (1) the Chief Rabbi is in himeelf fully 
capable of jadging of our wants and muet not be diciated to ; (2) a committce of 

chers should be appointed, presided over by the Chief Rabbi, to deal with the 

gestion—a Synod in fact. That these two clauses are incongruons will strike every 
one but the proposer, who is more enthusiastic than logical.

A Chief Rabbi and his assessors are to decide WM WO'XN—things lawful and 
cnlawful, but « large class of details is entirely withia the immediate jarisdiction 
of the lay authorities of every synagogue. I admit that no synagogue wishing 
to rewain within what is tormed the pale of orthodoxy could alter the prayers 
going under the supposed sanction of A137 NOD of the Great 
Assembly—althongh the world forgets that this latter assembly does not imply 
the sanction of any one aze, but the decisions of many centuries, and ultimately 
formulated by theGeonim. This is so in regard to time, but the authorily was, 
nevertheless, a generally recoguised one, and, in truth, there is littie to deter in 
this respect. Our statute prayers are beautiful in their simplicity, and command 
the respect of —_ whole house of Israel. Llere the Spanish ritual has, however, 
an immense advantage over curs. 

Under the comparatively settled destinies of our nation in tho peninsular, a 
more immediate and direct commuuication with the heads of schools was 
possible. Ilence the Spanish ritual is purer in its diction and freer—as far as 
the etatute prayers are concerned—from interpolations, and its mode of service 
wore in ac ordance with the original intention of the composers, This is essen- 
tiaily so in the non-repetition of the nyToy.: I should never dream of any one 
tyhagogue setting Mself up as antonowons, nor the Ecclesiastical Authorities of 
any one country materially altering our statute prayers. Bat this is not the case 
with piyut. ‘This is a matter for every synagogue to determine for itself. Just 
as it may arrange its NYPD on Atonement—and always did until recently in 
England—-from the rich tre asury of penitential hymns, so it should be allowed 
fall powers to elect its own piyut suitable to the circumstances of the ti: es. 
Aye, it will be said, this will do away with uniformity. I answer, there never 
was unifor vity in trifles. I hold it to be destructive to any liviog system to 
grind it down to a dead level in uniformity. It is a monstrous cheat to assert 
that in this respect there ever was uniformity in the Synagogue. I sha'l one 

ay write a long article—I know-my friends are fond of long essays—to prove 
that the Synagogue has expanded, not because it has been uniform in practice, 
but because it has been elastic and free to adopt or reject at will, within pre- 
Bcribed limits, its own ritual, and I shall show that the modern ritual, as a whole, 
18 & work not of the intelligent rabbis but of their richer brethren, the printers.

_ What isthe meaning of all this fuss and commotion about piyat now 
disturbing the community, and the neglect of the “ ten commandments?” Thou 
shalt w. rehip no other God but Me. And we worship—echo answers, what? 
Expediency. A truce to this unseemly folly. 

Fourthly, bat will reformed ritual improve Jews, and bring people to 
synagogue? I cannut in the face of history, and especially the history of 
the last forty years, sity yes. I have sad experiences near home. I wish 
I could believe in the entire efficacy of change. I can only say it will 
take away all excuses from men who never now attend a place of worship, 
and whoee children grow up strangers to the synagogue. It will improve 
the service for those who do go. It will remove from the prayer-book 
much that never shonld have been there. It will give us a Jewish prayer- 
book worthy of our philosophical religion. It will expunge much that is abso- 
lutely as antagonistic to our faith as itis to our history. It will erase things 
that are out of joint with the intelligence of the age. It will give us prayer 
instead of words, It will ensure at least outward devotion and that will be an 
enormous gain. 

Aye, the referms in America led to no good! They came too late. Besides, 
I ask, are the nnreformed congregations patterns of Judaism? Alas, they are 
not. Is the Sabbath better observed by them? Are the dietary laws more 
enforced? Don’t let us deceive ourse!ves with six of one and half-a-dozen of 
the other. Because achild once surfeited itself from eating apple pudding, does 
it follow that apple pudding is unwholesome? To deny oneself doing right because 
results do not invariably follow as we desire, isa ternble blunder. We must strive 
to earn success. We must leave the issue with heaven. I may be permitted 
to quote, like Mr. Zimmer, from a wise author. Hast thou found honey? Eat 
so much ag is sufficient for thee, lest thou be filled therewith and vomit it. I 
would eat so much as is eufficient, and no more. Shall I refuse to eat at all 
hecause [ may make a glutton of myself. I am no destructive. I am too old 
for that. I am in the position of the aged men mentioned in the Talmud, 
Mao PAN, “the pulling down of the aged is the trae building up.” I 
would pull down the effete. I would but remove the ivy, green and flourishing 
to the eye, but concealing decay, strangling the old tree and creeping where no 
life is ecen. I would not sacrifice Jews to the Machsor, although to many, like 
myself—old men on the brink of the grave—it is endeared by the holiest ties of 
the past. It is, however, the idol of the book that men worsbip, and as an idol 
it must be ground into dust, and cast, as far-as prayer is concerned, into the sea 
ef oblivion. 1 hope I may live to see the day, to use the metaphor of Mr. 
Oppenheim, for whose honest zeal I have high regard, when the Sabbath-day 
and the dictary Jaws of our religion will find advocates at least as noisy as, and 
somewhat more intelJigent than, the hoarse cry of those little demagogaes—the 
tuilors of Tooley Street-—who are making excellent capital out of the occasion, 
and who, but for the occasion, would have to sign themselves and be, ia reality, 
the shadow of a shade of a veritable .

CoNsTANTINOPLE.—M. Salomon Fernandez, the well-known philanthropist of 
Constantinople and Vice-President of the Alliance in Tarkey, has, in recognition 
of innumerable services rendered to the cause of humanity and of progress, been 
decorated with the Order of the Medjidie, Second Class. 


Triroii —The attention of Izzet Pasha, the new Governor-General of the 
Regency of Tripoli (Barbary) having been directed to the recent murders of 
Jews and to the spoliation of the synagogue at Zaouvia, his Excellency has 
replied that it is hs wish to give the fullest satisfaction to the Jewish com- 
muvity, and that he will cause active search to be made after the guilty parties. 
As a first step, he has dismissed the Mudir of Zaouvia, as being partly responsible 
for the disturbances which bad occurred there. 


Pracus —After having been vacant for several years, the Chief Rabbinate 
of the ancient Jewish community of Prague has been filled up by the appoint- 
ment of the Rev. Marcus Hirsch, at present Chief Rabbi of Altofen (Hungary). 
‘lhere were 30 candidates for the post. The new Chief Rabbi exercised great 
influence and was highly esteemed by the late Baron Edétvos, the well-known 
friend of the Jews, who, when Minister of Public Worship, referred all matters 
affecting the Jewish community to Herr Hirsch, in order to have the benefit of 
his advice. 

THE East.—-The last “bulletin” of the Alliance Isreélite gives 
some interesting particulars of the progress of the schools under the control 
of that body in various parts of the Turkish Empire, and of the benevolent 
interest which is taken in them by the government authorities and by the repre- 
sentatives of the foreign powers. In addition to reports of the distributions of 
prizes at the schools at Hasskeui (Constantinople) and Smyrna, which have 
already appeared in this journal, the “ bulletin” notices the following schools : 
Adrianople.—The examiuations were held in the presence of the religious heads 
of the several religious communities, and were followed up by the distribution 
of prizes at which his Excellency Abdul Kerim Pasha, military governor of the 
city, all the civil and military functionaries and the foreign Consuls assisted. 
Philippopoli.—A new school has been erected by the Alliance in this town, which 
is attended by 260 pupils, or more than one-fifth of the entire Jewish population 
of the place, a fact which speaks well for the future progress of the Jewish 
community. Ratechuk.—The examinations at the Alliance School were witnessed 
by the Governor, the President and the tp, > Consuls. The secular portion of 
the examinations was conducted by the French and Dutch Consuls, The 
Governor of the city congratulated the community on having so quickly intro- 
duced into the curriculum the study of the Bulgarian language, the knowledge 
of which would give the pupils access to public appointments.

held se Monday last at the Bayswater Jewish Schools. There were present :

The Seonerary (Rev. A. Liwy) read the report of the proceedings of the 
Executive Uommittee since the last meeting, which included the following 
items :— 


BrancuEs.—The Rev. David Fay, minister of Hull Hebrew Congregation, 
having forwarded contributions collected for the Association in that town, commu- 
nications had been sent to that gentleman with the view of forming a branch at 
Hull. The members of the Edinburgh Branch had, at their annual meeting, ex- 
pressed their sincere appreciation of the useful work done on behalf of the Associa- 
tion, An active correspondence having recently taken place with the Gibraltar 
Branch respecting the trial of Isaac Amar of Casablanca in Morocco, the hon. secre- 
tary of the Branch stated thet his countrymen fully recognised the importance of an 
Association which in times of danger is capable of defending Jewish coreligionists 
in different parts of the world. . 

SERVIA.—The attention of the Association has again been directed to the fact 
that the Servian Government wishes to await the decision of the Jewish Question in 
Roumania before granting complete emancipation to the Jewsin Servia. Thus it 
would seem that Jewish emancipation in Servia and Roumania, though differing in 
man iculars, is practically one question. 

was received from Roumania, which though partly 
rendered unintelligible in transmission, could be made out as containing the fol- 
lowing communication :—“‘ Considering the prevailing animosity amongst all classes 
of the population, whereby the social position of the Roumanian Jews is rendered 
intolerable, a small group of men have deemed it their duty, without wishing to 
encroach on the gratefully appreciated action of your Alliance, and without binding 
the Jews of Roumania to make a rapprochement to the Government on the ground 
of the following points of civil rights, which are to be guaranteed by virtue of the 
law. Boresco’s memorandum granted complete civil rights to Jews, 1,500 in number, 
in addition to soldiers, those 1,500 to be elected by Jews themselves, so that those 
persons might themselves act as electors, and as a vanguard for the Jews to be ad- 
mitted ata future time. These, however, are individually to petition the Roumanian. 
Chambers, and concerning them the voting is to take place en bloc. State forthwith 
per telegram, assent or dissent.” bt 

The following reply was sent by telegraph :-—‘ The Anglo-Jewish Association 
cannot agree to any compromise as suggested in your telegram ; nor can the con- 
cessions obtained at the Berlin Congress be under any condition renounced.’ 

The resolution of the Council of the 13th ult. formed the substance of this tele- 
gram, copies of which were forwarded to correspondents on the Continent, in order to 
show clearly the opinions held by this Council on the question of the enfranchise- 
ment of the Roumanian Jews. That the Alliance isin perfect agreement with the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, appeared in a letter which M. Crémieux published in the 
Journal Le Temp: on the 16th ult. ‘He demonstrated that the performance of ad- 
mitting a few hundred Jews to Roumanian citizenship was a direct defiance of the 
rule laid down by the Berlin Congress. The futility of the compromise effected by 
the Roumanian Chambers has been pointed out in argumentative observations ad- 
dressed to the Executive committee. 

Russia.—A statement having appeared in the daily papers to the effect that the 
Russian Government had ordered the expulsion of Jews from the districts inhabited 
by the Don Cossacks, the Executive Committee are instituting inquiries inte the 
truth of the report. 

SALONICA.—The Executive Committee, cognizant of the good which the Salonica 
School was effecting, propose that the subvention to that school should be renewed, 
and that a promise be given to the Local Committee that this grant would be in- 
creased if that committee established an industrial school on the same principle 
which had been adopted in Tunis. 

Sor1a.—The Committee of the Jewish School at Sofia have applied for a sub- 
vention. They state that their funds are exhausted, as they have had to pay 7,575 
francs in salaries for the half year. and in addition had incurred an outlay of ahout 
15,000 francs for the reconstruction of the school. The Executive Committee are 
causing inquiries to be made, and will report on the subject at a future meeting. 

Morocco.—On the day after the last Council meeting a letter was presented at 
the Foreign Office, containing details of the case of. Isaac Amar of Casablanca, who 
has been accused of murdering a Mahomedan. It was suggested at the Foreign 
Office that the Association should apply to the Spanish Government under whose 


protection Amar had formerly been during a period of eight years. On the same day, 


the Secretary presented at the Spanish Embassy two letters, one from Baron Henry 
de Worms to the Minister, the Marquis de Casa Laiglesia, and the other written on 
the part of the Council, requesting that a telegraphic despatch should at once be sent 
to the Government at Madrid. The Spanish Minister kindly complied with this 
application. Several telegrams have since been received from Morocco and Gibraltar, 
expressing the utmost anxiety regarding the mode in which Amar’s trial would be 
conducted if he were left without sufficient protection. Assurances were received 
by the President from the Spanish Minister to the effect that his Government had 
given the necessary instructions to their representative in Morocco, but it was stated 
that the antecedents of Isaac Amar were not entirely in his favour. This view of the 
case was not in harmony with the fuller account which was received by the Execu- 
tive from another source on the 20th ult. The Secretary was therefore instructed 


to enclose the more recent statement in the letter of thanks which, on behalf of ° 


the Council, was sent to the Spanish Government for the humane action of that 
Government and of the Marquis de Casa Laglesia. In various telegrams and letters 
forwarded on the same topic to the Alliance, an urgent request was conveyed ‘that 
the Alliance should bring the case of Amar under the notice of the French and 
Italian Governments, The reply received from the Alliance gave satisfactory 
promiees of active co-operation. The progress of this intercession has been regularly 
telegraphed to the correspondents of the Association in Gibraltar. 

Letters were received from the representatives of the community in Mogador to 
the effect that in accordance with the resolutions of the Council (passed in October 
1879) they had selected two young men to be travelling vaccinators to visit the 
various cities inhabited by Jews. The Executive Committee having considered the 
subject, have taken steps to appoint one of the young men recommended as vac- 
cinator at a remuneration of £30 for one year. : 

Mr. L. ScuLoss said that he had suggested, at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee, that in the present critical position of the Roumanian qnestion, a 
prt ne of the Foreign Committees of the Association and Board ot Deputies 
should be held. He regretted that his ruggestion had been ignored. 


pi The CHAIRMAN said that there was no evidence whatever that the English 
mer mo intended departing in the least from the policy they had declared 
eir latention of pursuing with regard to the recognition of the independence 


of Roumania. It was also evident | 
France and Italy, too, would vr that Germany, at least, and he believed 


| accept the “compromise’’ offered on the - 
Jewish Question by the Roumanian Chambers. Roumania might violate the 


conditions of the Berlin Treaty, but it was quite another question for the Great 
Powers to passively permit such a violation. 

Mr. L. Scutoss expressed regret that the Foreign Committees of the Board 
of Deputies and of the Association had not met at the earliest possible day to 
consider the question. He moved: “ That the President be asked to convene a 
meeting of the delegates of this Association and of the Board of Deputies, jn 
order to discuss the advisability of pointing out to the Government in detail the 
particulars in which the provisions of Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty have been 
evaded by the Roumavian Constituante.” 

The Rev. Prof. D. W. Marks, in seconding the resolution, said that he could 
not sufficiently express his indignation at the “ compromise” on the Jewish 
Question offered by the Roumanian Chambers. He admired the action uf the 
President in sending the telegram to Roumania read that evening. Better 
far that the emancipation of the Roumanian Jews should be delayed for ag 
than that the Jews should help to bind their brethren whose emancipation Was 
delayed to a continuance of their degrading slavery. How different wag ¢ 
example of their great Teacher, Moses, who, when told by Pharoah that the men 
could go out of Egypt manfully, replied that they would only accept release 
from their slavery if accompanied by their young, their old, with their sons and 
their daughters, and their flocks. It was a lasting disgrace to the Jews if the 
favoured few accepted emancipation at the expense of the thousands of their 
hambler brethren. Englishmen, of all peoples in the world, should be the 
last to accept such a base compromise as was proposed by Ronmania~a com. 
promise that was more cruel in the disabilities it imposed upon the Jews excladed 
from emancipation, than even the pusition accorded by Rouwania to her Jewish 
subjects before the Berlin Treaty was signed. : 

The CHAIRMAN explained to the meeting that he had delayed taking action 
in the matter because he wished to strengthen himself with the full concurrence 
of the Council in whatever action was considered advisable. No time would 
now be lost in directing attention to the opinion of the Council upon the grave 
question of the present crisis in t.e fature of the Roumanian Jews. 

After a few observations from Mr. E. A FRANLIN and the Rev. P. Macgyys 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra urged that no time should be lost in a deputation repre- 
senting the Association and the Board of Deputies waiting upon the Foreign 


. Secretary, and asking his good offices in maintaining the Berlin Treaty, so far 


as iis conditions affected the position of the Roumanian Jews. 

Mr. Atrrep G Henriques reviewed the course that had been adopted during 
the past year in connection with the Jowish Question in Roumania. ‘The position 
now was that the Roumanian Government had merely colourably altered thei 
Constitution, but in the practical fulfilment of the Berlin Treaty they had dis. 
tinctly made differences between Jews and Christiane, and between Jew and 
Jew. Such a result was, as all the members of the Council would be aware, a 
direct evasion of the conditions of the Berlin Treaty. , 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The Rev. A Léwy, the Secretary, mentioned that the Contral Committee of 
the Alliance Israclite wished to act in strict concert with the Association on the 
Roumanias Question, and the resolution passed that evening by the Council 
would no doubt help the Alliance in the action they would resolve upon. 

On the motion of Mr. A. G. Henriques a vote of thanks was passed to Mr., 
Lionel Pyke for a valuable report to the Association on the condition of the Jews 
in the Danubian Priscipalities, embodying notes made on a recent tour in Sonth- 
Eastern Europe. 

With reference to the case of Isaac Amar referred to at length in the report 
of the Executive Committee, a discussion took place as to what further action 
siould be taken on his behalf. It was pointed out: to the meeting that Amar 
was a wealthy, highly respected, and inoffensive ‘man, and one who could not 
possibly have committed the crime that was imputed ‘to him. In fact, private 
and more recent information received from Morocco stated that the deceased, far 
from having succumbed to a blow which his u aster, Amar, had given lion prior 
to his dismiseal from his service, had in reality died from typhus fever. When 
the charge was brought sgaiust Amar, tLe Moorish Foreign Minister at Tangiers 
followed the usual practice—in the case of an accusation being brought against 
a Jew under foreign protection—of getting the protection witidrawn. Hence 
Amar was brought within the pale ot the Moorish law, and it was feared that, if 
leftto the mercy of the Moorish Government, though the Spauisti and. other 
vice-consuls at Casablanca might attend his trial, there would be little hope of 
his escaping from the fate which threatened him. 

It having been suggested by a member that the only chance of obtaining 4 
fair trial for Amar would be by having him defended by counsel, and as such 4 
procedure was not recognised by the Moorish Government, it was resolved to 
secure the good offices of some of the European representatives in Morocco, 
order to insist that the Government should permit counsel to defend Amar In. 
the event of his friends adopting this course which would be suggested to them 
by the Association. | 

The sum of £60 was voted to the schools at Salonica. and a donation of 
£10 was voted to the Westminster Jews’ Free School, where the meetings uf 
the Council had previously been held. 

The meetivg terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

NEW YORK, Ocr, 21, 1879, 
The Holidays are over and New York breathes again after many days of 
ayers, Organs, choirs and sermons, Needless to say, the religious enthusiasm 
of this city was very evident ; doubtless it had been recuperating in the long 
sqmmer montbs at resorts where synagogues are unknown and Judaisin’s restric. 
tions unheard of. As our friend Artemus Ward would say, this is meant to be 
“sarcastic,” for there is something “ magnificently absurd ” in Hebrews living 
like Christians regularly every summer and then thronging to synagogue or 
temple and saying they ere sorry for it! It is, to quote another of our humorists, 
Mark Twain, to say the least, getting “ monotonous,” but it is done every year. 
Communal affairs will not be as exciting as expected, for the Fair for the 
benefit of the Home for Aged, Orphan Asylum and the United Charities is not 
to be held. It was announced last spring and the various committees were 
ointed ; congregations held meetings to organize for “ tables,” young ladies 
meditated on future triumphs, and wiled away summer hours in working 
mysterious articles of adornment and curious contrivances of all kinds, gentlemen 
looked full of importance, and all anticipated a couple of weeks of wor k, amuse- 
ment and charitable exertions Bat such was not to be. The Fair is abandoned, 
‘ and the reason given is that ladies do not like to ask Christian frieods for dona- 
tions after the late Corbin affair. Private collections will, therefore, be made. 
We shal! not pass a dull winter, though, for al! that. The Young Men's Hebrew 
Association has issued an attractive programme of entertainments ; the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Union is not behindhand. Various special nights are announced 
by different societies for benefits ; and last, but not least, lectures, with music 
and recitations, will be given to Jewish working men. This last movement is 
conducted by the Young Men's Hebrew Asscciation. In educational matters, 
which being of more importance than mere amusement, ought to be mentioned 
first, the various Sunday Schools are getting into full operation, 34th Street, 
44th Street and the Temple, being among the earliest. A new class-book upon 
religion has been published by the Rev. George Jacobs of Philadelphia, which 
from its full treatment of the subject and cheapness iv price, together with 
sieplicity in language, will doubtless soon be a favourite. The classes of the 
Young Mev’s Hebrew Associative are anuounced, but whether they will be more 
enceeesful than last year is doubtful. No charge is made to members for adasis- 
sion and the services of good professors are engageo, but they are not attended 
as they deserve, though the enterprising Committee are energetic and assiduous 
in their endeavours. The Literary Society and the Gymnasium are most 
patronized. The Temple is engaged in bigher educational brancies besides 
Sunday School work, and, in connection with the Hebrew Union College of 
Cincinnati is training future ministers, while 19th Street (Portuguese) Congre- 
gation has added a graduation class for future Sunday School teachers, 
I must not forget to add that Drs. Huebsch and Koll-r are added to the 
s‘aft of professors at the Tempie Preparatory College, both of them first-rate 
men of solid power. Dr. Kohler is the son-in-law of Dr. Einhorn (retired 
‘minister of the 63rd Street Temple) and now fills his palpit. He commenced in 
his new sphere of action for these recent Holidays, and is well epoken of, Dr, 
Huebsch is the popular minister of the 55th Street Temple, and is an oriental 
scholar of great attainments. ‘This is about all the educational intelligence of 
interest. It will euffice to show you that we are energetic and earnest in this 
direction.
